{ſwering their ſundric calumnics,thar be- 
ing of a contrary part, ſet vpon my Fa- 
thers name like open enemies ; yer theſe,

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| fi inaſmuch as they profeſſed themſclues 


his aducrſarics, and were cleanc oppo- 
p ſiteagainſt him in thecalc it ſclfe , ſec- 
med to bcethe leſſedangerous, and nor 
fo much to be feared. But nowT muſt 
haue to doe with other manner of men, 
that pretending nothing leſſe then any 
malice or hatred againſt him , haue yn- 
der faire ſhews of good-wil,moſt groſlcly 
abuſed his eſtimation & credit. But the ; 
© leſſeſuſpicion there is of an injury , the F 
greater is the iniury done toaman, and ; 
the more hainouſly to beaccounted of, 
Not many weekes ſince there was a 
Booke publiſhed vnder thename of Iſaac 
Caſaubon : Which for the Argument was 
not altogether vnlike thoſe workes of 
his,thathe had partly publiſhed alrcady, 
and partly vndertaken to writc,as I ſhall 
| ſhewhercafter. And fortheplace;who 
| il would imagine that any thing ſhould 
| i come foorth in Print at London to ( a- 
| 
| 


ſaubon's diſgrace z where, as long as he li- 
þ ucd, hee was ſo much eſteemed of by 
| his Maicſtic,and the chicfeſt ofthe land; 


and 
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and now hec is dead, I hopelI may fay 
his — is precious to all honeſt 
men? Andbeſides, for him that procu- 
red the booke to be ſet foorth , hee is ſo 
profuſe in his praiſe, thatra man would 
thinke hee meanthim no ſmall addition 
of glory by his large commendations. 
Bur if you oncereadethe booke it ſclfe, 
you ſhall ſoone lee it is ſuch kinde of 
ſtuffe, as cannot bee imagined ro hauc 
been my Fathers, without his great 
ſhameand infamic,beingaPamphler full 
- of ſuchgroſle ignorance, malignity,and 

molt infolent þ 4 of nouitic in Reli- 
gion. Surcly the Author of it deſerucs 
the name < a Schiſmatike, (thatI may 
ſay no worſe ) and whoſocucr hee was, is 
worthy to bee puniſhed for ſuch a one, 
as bcing no leſſer enemy to the Church 
of England, then hee is injurious to my 
Fathers good name. | 

But that the Reader may wonder the 
leſſeatit,itis no new thing for bookes of 
nouell and vnſound doctrine to bee fa- 


thered ypon ſuch men that be free from

error,and ſound in their opinions. Euc- 
ry one of the worlt and yileſt Heretikes 
were wont to vic this craft long agoe, 
to maske vnder other mens names of 
elteem and authority, that ſo they might 
the better inſinuate their pernicious do- 
ctrines into them that lines yaderltood 
what they were , and ſeduce the ſimpler 
ſort of people from theright way. And 
thereupon it came,that ſo many bookes 
fraught with peſtilent doctrine were at- 
tributed of old, to the holy and ortho- 
dox Fathers , and at this day goca great 
number of them vnder their names; ma- 
ny whercofat the firlt perhaps might be 
their owne, bur afterwards came to bee 
ſo corrupted and adulterared by other 
mens impurities, that like baſtards their 
owne reputed parents would not ac-_ 
knowledgethem. Of whichthing cucn 
Origenalonc may bee a ſufficient cxam- 
ple; who was long fince numbred a» 
mong the Arch-heretikes themſelucs, 
and yet both by ancient and moderne 
writers is moſt ſtrongly defended to 

hauc 


on a ed at 
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hauc been an Orchodoxe Father, many 
chings being fallcly imputed ynto him 
by Heretikes, and his Bookes otherwiſe 

ure and ſound, by them corrupted and 
plailtered ouer with their owne daw- 
bings; as S. Jerome 2nd Ymcentins Lirinen- 
fis with others haue written of his old 
Apologilts. Burt, to be ſhort, whether 
wee exemplifie this kinde of impoſture 
by old or new times, | dareſay,thatthere 
was ncucr any baltard-booke fathe- 
red ypon a man with more notable im- 
pudence and fraud, thenthis was vpon 
(aſaubon. 

Whar purpole they had that were the 
contriuers of ſuch couſenage,and what 
ſhould chiefly moouc them to doe ſo 
vaworthy an a& , many probable con- 
iectures may be made. It is not vnlike- 
ly that ſome ſculking crafty Purican 
came ſtealing out with it, to tric if hee 
could doe the Church of Englanda mil- 
chicfe. Peraduenture one that barc 
. ſome priuate grudge againſt my Father, 
thought this way to wound his reputa-

tion. Or rather ir is mol likely that 

ſome vnletterd fellow, ſome ſharking

caten Pamphler, w hce thought to 
be ſome great treaſure, and hard to be 
come by; and agrecing with aSordid 
Bookeſcllerto get it reprinted; thought 
it beſt to put ſome mans name of note 
before it, that ſotheir gaines,which they 
gaped for, might come in the faſter by 
the ſale. And this laſt (howlocuer the 
other two conicCtures goe, for there 
may be more in it then this alone) they 
that hauc had to doc, and enquire into | 
the matter, haue found to bee molt cer- 
raine and truc. . - 

Inthe mcanc,who would not lamenc 
to ſee what a miſerable caſe weare now 
adayes brought vnto, when ſuch baſe 
fellowes as theſe, that neucr had any 
thing to doe with learning, nor honc- 
ſtic neither , ſhall rake ypon them to 
iudge what Bookes may benefite the 
people, and deſcruc to bee publiſhed ? 
Vnhappy Theologic! which muſt be 

made 
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made a refuge for Runagates ; and, whe- 
ther ſhee will or no, be Sree to patro- 
nize the baſe ſeruice of ſuch diſhoneſt 
Mountebankes, that doe ſo ſhamefully 

roſtirute her ro their gaine and filthie 
lucre. The fault whereof, it is agricfe 
to ſee, how in a maner it) comes from 
the very people themſclues, who hauing 


once got it by the cnd, that there is no- 
ſmalreligion in makiog long diſcourſes, 


and in oſtentation of much reading, 
gapcaftcrſuch noucll Pamphlets as falt 
as eucr the Athenians did after newes. 
And ſono marucile if wee haue cuery 
day ſuch dry Kkick(es & abortiue broods 
ſent vs into the world, when there are 
ſo many to buy them vp, as childrendoe 
babics and toyes. But to make it no 
wonder, that theſe Impoſtors were in 
ſuch hope to couſen and deceiue the yn- 
skilfull mulcitude ar caſe; is it not be- 
yond all the degrees of impudence, that 


they ſhould goe about ro make Them 


Patrons and witneſſes of their fraud, 
whom they ſhould much rather hauc 


feared 
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fearedto be the Reuengers & iuſt Puni- 
ſhers of it? Lord! whataliccntious age 
doc wee liuc in ! thatſuch a lurking >. 
{cure fellow (for hee is famous and 
knowen for nothing bur villany) ſhould 
darc to inſcribe his Booke, which hee 
knew to be but forgd and counterfeit, 
ro our molt Nobleand Pious Prince, be- 
{des many other great Lords, andall in 
hope of reward and gaine! But to ler 
paſle this iuggling knaue, thart ſets ys 
foorth his wares and toyes with ſuch a 
yaunting kind of language, and to come 
ynto the Booke itſelfe. 

Certainly I ſuppoſe there is no lear- 
ned man, ſpecially ro whom Caſauboyor 
his Writings were not alcogerher vn- 
knowen, that can bee ſo ſcnceleſle or 
groflc, bur vpon the fart reading of this 
Booke, hee will preſently both perceiue 
and deteſt the fraud of theſe cheating 
companions. And therefore had the 
Booke come into their hands onely that 
wereableto iudge of ſuch matters, and 
ro diſcerne tructh fro falſhood, I might 
hauc 


| Uindtcared, a 
haue faucd allchis labour. Bur inaſmuch 
as the Baoke came forth in Engliſh, and 
was ſnatched yp ſo falt by the valedrned 
| multitude, and is now. by their: raſh 
iudgement ſo much commended and 
approoucd; I haue hecre briefly vnder- 
eaken the examination thereof, both to 
reibe the ignorant, and.to vindicate 
my Father from ſuſpicion of impictic; 
that ſo ar laſt the vizard being pulled of 
the Pamphlet, icmay appeare to all, as it 
is, iq its owne naturalllikeneſle. 

And firlt I muſt ſcriouſly confelle, 
that for the originall Author of the 
Booke, Ineither know him , nor cuer 
beard the leaft rumour of him, what hee 
| was, «er ant «lbs, French or Engliſh, or 
whether hebe yet aboue ground orno ; 
leſt haply ſome might ſuſpe,thatI ven» 
ted, any priuate malice of mine owne, 
while indefending of my Father, [ ſeeme 
co write ſomething ſharpely againſtone, 
whom I know nor. |. 

For his Religion, Ithinkeit will fatiſ- 
fieagreat many and be enough for his

commendation too, to ſay, hee'was no 
Papilt,burrarher a fietce enemyro them 
all:Indeed this may be cnoughforthem, 
that thinke a man preſently right and or- 
thodoxe cnogigh, if hee doeth but once 
profeſſchimſelfe an Aduerfaric toPope- 
ric; it bcing their cultome to meaſure 
che integriticand ſoundneſſe of a mans 
Religion by his hatred againſt Papiſts 
onely. And it is to bee feared, leſt that 
the Booke, being written againſt the Sa- 
crifice ofthe Maſle,as the Title of ir pre- 
tends , becauſe T' neither approottthe 
Booke, noracknowledoe it to be tny Fa- 
thers, both Father and Sonne, as nienta- 
ken napping, be by ſome Putfirans repu- 
red for errant Papiſts. But howſocuer 
it were a fault, to giue any occaſion of 
ſcandalt ynto the weakeft members in 
the Church, yet the loue of trueth muſt 
more preuaile with me to vndertake her 
defence, then the prauitic of other mens 
iudgements to dcterre me from it. In 
my opinion he defined vertue well, rhat 
faid it was the meane betweene two ex-

rremevices,. which is notoncly.true in 
Morall and Practicall,.buc in fome-Ine 
tellectuall vercues alſo, of which kinde:

Andthcrefore iis no marucile, if they, 
which take that way in matters of Reli- 
gion , doc oppoſe themſelues againſt 
ewo cxtremes, and hauc two cxtremes 
oppolcd againſt them. Yet hce that 
keepes this middle courſe, howlocuer 
hemay perhaps differ in opinion from 
cither {1de, yet in charitic he.may be y- 
nited ynto both.

For the Papiſts, I haue nothing to ſay 
to them now. Bur I hauc heere to doe 
with ſuch kind of men, who ftriuing ro 
runne as farre from Papilts as they can, 
haue alſo vaaduifcdly runne withall be 
yond the bounds of Truth. Theſeare the 
Men, that with incredible pride and ar- 
rogancy deſpiſcall Antiquity; tharmoſt 
ſuperciliouſly contemne theancientand 
holy Fathers, that ſtudie all chey can 
how to abrogate and abandon all rhe 
ancient Conſtitutions of rhe Church; 
and in the meane while,that arrogate to 
themſclues a power of making whar 
Lawes they liſt, of appointing Ceremo- 
nics at their pleaſure, and of bringing in 
ſuch a diſcipline, which the Chriſtians 
of olde neuer heard of, as if they had 
bcene created the only perperuall Diata- 


rors 


ers and Goucrnours ofthe Church of 
Chriſt.. And though they haueno re- 
gard atall of any publique Ulirie 
refuſing to giue way: but:to the leaſt: 
thing that may make for the peace and 
yniticof Chriltians, yet neucrtheles they 
would faine beare vptheir credit, and + 
for 'a colour of theirbad intents, make 
vs belecuc they are wondrous zealous 
men, Ofwhich ſort of men that he was 
one, whoſocuer was the Authorof this 
Booke, - which theſe Impoſtors haue 
publiſhed vnder If.

And 
whereas the Church of England, cut- 
ting off ſuch corruprions as creprin yp- 
on her in declining ages, hath retained 
many of the Sacred Rites and Ceremo- 
nies which the ancient Church had, yet 
ſhcisalſo cunningly ſtricken atthrough 
the Papiſts {1des, with ſo much themore 
danger, /by how much-the more craft 
and cloſcfubrilric itis done. 
Therefore let this be the firſt Argu- 
ment of all:the reſt, toprooue, that (a- 


ſaubon neither was, nor could be the Au- 


thor of this Booke: For who was it thar 
cucr rcucrcnced the gray hairesof Anti- 
quitiemore then hee? Who cuer, with - 

out 
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out iniuring the holy. Scriptures, eſtce- 
med morehnghly of che ancient Farhers? 
And:for the Chatch-ot England, whac 
ſhould I ncede to ſpeake of iv? whole 
Dodtrinc and Diſcipline; Rites and Ce- 
remonics heedid ſo much approouc and 
embrace , that hee could neuer ſeeme to 
himſelfe ro hauc commendedandmag- 
nificd it enough. Though there were 
noncof his workes and writings left be- 
hind him, out of which it mighrbe ga- 
thered and demonſtrated what his mind 
was herein, yet there be many graucand 
religious men ſtill living, whom I could 
call ro witncſſe,, how often they hane 
heard him profeſle and declarear large, 
thathe was thus affected. Bur there will 
be'no necde of that, ſeeing his owne 
Bookes-arc cucry where cxrant to.con- 
firme it: For howſocuer hce had never 
any occaſion offered him purpoſely and 
ex profeſſo to handle this Argument; yer 
ſceing'all his Workes: that belong ro 
matters\Eccletiaſticall and Diuine, have 
' nothingin-them,nor onely contrary,or

And forthis purpoſe there are not 
wanting moſt certaine proofes and te- 
ſtimonics occurring in many places.of 
his writings , which will be enough to 
ſtop vp themouthes of the moſt impu- 
 dentgain-ſaycrs.

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118 our Aduerſarics alone doc ſufficiently 
Tl argue for his defence:Euen by his whole | 
manner and genius of writing cucry bo- 
dy may knowethat the booke is none of 
his. For who cannot tell , with whar 
great moderation and mildneſlc Caſaubon 
was cucr wontto treat of Controucrſics 
in Religion? infomuch thac many pre- 
poſtcrous Puritanes , outoftheir igno- 
rant and mad zealc, did blame him for 
it, and from thence tooke occaſion ro 
ſuſpe& him more then they bad reaſon 
ro doc. But this was the way that hee

as tooke any other courſe, did put pace | 
in a dangerous and ſlippery path, and 
put others further out of their way thar 
were gone aſtray one from another.

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Now if a man ſhould run through the 
wholc rout of Nouellcrs, and diligently 
make inquiry intotheir writings,l think 
there could not one, bee found for furic, 
and malice, and buterneſſe againſt his 
Aduerſarics', ro bee compared with this 
Connterfeit-Caſaubon ; then whom, neuer 
was any manmore childiſhly aad.fond- 
lyin loue with his, owne fancie,or more 
bear to his faQtion. It is buta ſmall mat- 
rer., thathe: hath. raild alittle more bit- 
terly rhen became amodeſt man,againſt 
ſuch things as were worthy of blame; 
but ſo.infinitely to bely: his Adperſaries, 
and to;put ſuch forged crimes aud.ca- 
lumnics ypon' them, was-vnſufferable, 
ſpecially in ſuch an vadertaker for the 
Tructh of Chriſt. Such manner of dea- 
ling with Aducrſarics, thoughit may be 
plcaling to ſome horre fiery Zelores, 
whom learning ncuer taught any mo- 
delty, yet wiler men cannot but con- 
demne it, as being ficterto ſpoyle, then 
to helpe or defend. a good caule. For if

fuch colthuding pleaders,that pretending 
co: helpe a man,do of purpoſe teauc our 
that which ſhould'moſt make for his 
cauſe, and bring nothing bur falſe alle- 
ations for his defence, ſo to betray. his 
righrtto his Aduerſarics ; what is to bee 
done with ſuch vadertakers of Contro- 
uerſfics-in- Religion , thar cither of pur- 
poſey or-through 'groſle ignorance ler 
paſſe thoſe Arguments that be ſolid, and 
of greateſt moment, and come in with 
ſuch idle poore reaſons, as cucry childe 
may an{wer and blow away?Ought nor 
thefameLaw(when the caſce'is theſame) 
ro be made againſtrhele men; ag betray- 
crs of an honeſt and good cauſe?

And all theſe he will haucto 
bee no lefle trucly and properly called 
Sacraments of the olde Teſtament, then 
Circumciſion and the Paſſeoucr were 
in place whereof were inſtituted thoſe 
ewo Sacraments of thenew Teſtament, 
Baptiſme, and the Supper of the Lord.

I am 
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I am not ignorant what alarge ſignifi- 
cation the word Sacrament hath ; but 
neuer (that I could learnce) were all theſe 
promiſcuouſly accounted, and reckoned 
vp among the number of Sacraments by 
= Fathers; and while I weigh this 
mans words a little berter , I inde by 
moſt certaine confequence , that his 
meaning and purpoſe was, in making all 
Sacred Signes to be truce Sacraments, with- 
all co make vs belecue , that the Sacra- 
ments of the New Teſtament are no- 
thing elſe but mcerc naked Signes and 
Figures.

vndeſcruedly taken away by the Church 
of England, when they began to beeabu- 
ſed ynto ridiculous ſuperſtition; yetin- 
aſmuch as they be knowne to haue been 
of ycry great Antiquity, it was not the 
parrofa modeſt man to raileyponthem 
for abominable things , ſpecially as they 
were vicd in the Primitive Church. Cer- 
rainely the old godly Fathers, S.Cyrill, S. 
Bafil, $.Ambroſe, $. Auguſtine and others 
(alittle better Doctors of Religion and 
Picty , I trow, then our new vpſtart Ze- 
lotes) would neuer haue admitted or al- 
lowedthem, if, as this man affirmes, they 
had been firſt inuented ro adulteratethe 
true vic and prime Inſtitution of Bap- 
tiſme.

thinke is this idle mans fancie onely,

Forthe innocen> 
cie and puritie of theſe firſt ages was 
ſuch, thatas the ancient Fathers and o- 
ther writers doe witneſle, not onelyany 
day, but cuery day was appropriated to 
this Sacred Celebration ; the Chriſtians 
then for the molt part neuer mifling a 
day, but they did communicate. Along 
while after, when deuotion began to 
waxecold, there grew aneccſlnic of ma- 
king Lawes, to meet witly the Po__ 
contempt of ſo great a bleſſing.

vndcrſtood no Hebrew at all : and there- 
upon he concludeth, that ir is a Latine 
word made by Numa himſclfe,who firſt 
of all,forſooth, appointed, thoſe words, 
Ite Miſſa eſt, tobec proclaimed vnto the 
people, when their Sacrifices were atan 
end. Reader , canſt thou imagine, thar 
this fellow had either any ſhame or con- 
ſcience in'him to write ſuch things as 
theſe? Heeſhould haue produced one 
of the Ancient: Heathen Authors, at 
leaſt, thathad cucryſed the word Miſa 
for a Subſtantiue; 2 name vſuall in their 
Sacrifices. 

And with as little ſhame is that writ- 
ren of him, when to prooue that the 
Turkes doe ſo much eſteem of the Maſfe, 
hee deduceth the Arabicke wordes of 
'Mecca , which is a Townes name, and 
Meſulmanos, which is, Peacemakers , ot 
faichfull and Orthodoxe,and Meſgid, which 
is as much to ſay as the place of adoration, 

: | that 
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that is, a Temple , being al corru ptly cal- 
led Meſſa, Meſelman,and Meſstes,all theſe 
from the word Maſſe. 

Such kinde of ſtufte it is that hefaith, 
theold Chriſtians borrowed their Title 
of Pope. from the Heathen Idolaters, 
who were wont to call Tupiter their Pope 
Tupiter. A maruell S. (yprian and S. Aur 
guſtine were not Idoles with him too, 
whom by S. Jerome that ſo ſtiled the lat- 
ter, and by the Clergic of Rome. that ſo 
called the fir{t,we find intituled, moſ} ho- 
ly Fathers and Popes. 

[n his next page hee learnes ys from 
whence the nameof Curate. and Curio 
came, forſooth, *» + gs, from cutting the 
haire , which wee cucr thought yer had 
come from Curiz; (certaine diſtributions 
of the people, an{werable to our Wards) 
which had cuery one their {euerall Curt- 
ones or Crates, to performe their religi- 
ous paynim ſolemnities. In the fame 
place hee dreames how the Pricſts were 
called oanizr, from the round ſhaving or 


crowning of their heads, whom Dionyſus 
SY | FI Ira 
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Halicar. interprets to be the Flammes,and 
faith they were ſo called from the faſhi- 
on of their Bonnets,or the ( rownes them- 
{clues that they vicd to weare. 

With the like liberty of lying hee af- 
firmes , that the Romans were wont to 
call chat white garment, which they y- 
fed in their Pagan folemnities an Albe 
and this molt abſurd and ſhamefull fan- 
cic of his owne he aſcribes to that lear- 
ned Author Alexander ab Alexandro, in 
whoſe worke there is no ſuch matter to 
bee found. And among other Rituall 


_ writers, hebrings vs in Philothe Iew to 


ſpeake of this Albe of the Papiſts. For 
aftcr hee bath done with the myſticall 
interpretations, that Ticleman , and Gaby. 
Biel giuc of it, he addeth, That Philo in his 
booke of Dreames , ſubtilly deuieth , how the 
Albe fgnifies the moſt reſplendent light of the 
Deity , which hee calls Ens. Philo allego- 
rizing,as his v{cis , ypon thoſe words of 
Genefis,Chap.3

famous by ( onſtantine, but before Chriſt's 
time (as farre as wee can finde by the 
bookes of ancient Authors yer extant) 
ncuer heard of,hee tells vs, was knowne 
by thag name tothe old Romans, yea, 
and Ef were older then Rome it ſelfe,he 
fercheth it from Antenor of Troy. | 
I am 
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I am aſhamed of theſe follies, where- 
of the Author himlelfe is notaſhamed: 
who though hee were ſome vnlearned 
Sort, which is asclecreas the light at 
noone day , yet hee-could neuer haue 
growneto that height of inſolent mad- 
nes,but that he cameſo minded to write, 
as. it hce intended not to ſeeke out the 
Tructh ,butto oppreſlc his Aduerſaries 
with criminations, truc or falſe, no mat- 
ter what. For who wascuer ſo mad to 
lay, that Numa Pompilius celebrated 
Maſle. 500. yeceres before Chriſt was 
borne? and yet this Scribler affirmes ir 
almoſt in cucry, page. And therefore 
when heeſpeakes of the Priefts which 
Numaconltituted, hee calls them Maſv- pag,;s. 
Prieſts $5 and. in his 13. ( hap. alleadging 
the place of Bloydus, concerning thema- 
ner of the Pagan Rites in their Sacrifi- 
ces, that_ which Blondus ſpcakes of the 
Gentiles , Dys ſuperis ſacra fafluri , about 
zo ſacrifice vnto the Gods, this man turnes, 
who were about to ſay Maſse. hy 
In his 15.Chapter he faith, that Prieſts P2362. 
H 3 learnd 
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learnd to ſay their Confiteot before Maſce.. 
of Numa the Magician; for that i was the 
cuſtome of the beathen Idolaters alſo , to looke 
heauily , and confeſse themſelues before their 
offering of Sacrifice. In the cuſtome of 
Confcthng , which otherwiſe no body, 
chatisin his right minde, can find fault 
withall,ifthe Papiſts hauc admitted any 
thing worthy ofblame,I am not heerhar 
will excuſe it. . Burif that bee theirfaulr 
onely,that the Heathens vſed ſome ſuch 
matter, what ſhalldefreefrom reprehen» 
ſion, cucn inthemoſt pure and yncor- 
rupt Religion? For it is well knowne - 
alſo, thar the Prieſts vnder the old Lavwve 
did firſt offer Sactifice for their owne 
{innes ; which I thinke no body will 
ſay the Iſraclites tooke from the heathen 
Idolaters. And letbut a man now denie 
this fellow , that whatſocuer marters in 
Religion are common to vs with the 
Gentiles, bee inall haſte ro be caſt away, 
the whole frame of his booke will pre- 
ſently fall aſunder : for this is the onely 
foundation whereon ſo many vnſauory 
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diſputes,{o many fooliſh,yniuſt,and falſe 
accuſations doe reſt. What the minde 
of the Fathers in this behalfe was , may 
be ſhowne by many of their owne teſti 
monies. Quonmam idola. colebamus, nunc 
Deum colere nondebemus, ne fimili eum oi. 
 deamur cunz Idolis honore_, eoenerari ? Be- 
canſe we once worſbipped Idoles, ſhall wee not 
now Worſhip God, left we ſhould ſeeme to giue 
him the ſame henor that Idols bad? faith S. le- 
rome,crying out againſt Vigilantins. And 
S. Auguſtine againit Fauſtus the Maniche; 
Sicut , non ideo contemmenda roel deteftan- 
da oirginitas Santtimonialium, quia Ep rue- 
Fales toirgines fuerunt, &C. As We are not 
(faith hee) to defþiſe or deteſt che virginity 
of holy Nunnes becauſe there haue beene nve- 
flall virgins alſo, &c. To that purpolc 


Tertullian de praſcr. aduerſ. beret. doth a- + 


bundantly demonſtrate, that the Gen- 
tiles had ſome things of necre affinitie 
with the Ceremonies that wee vie inthe 
chicfe myſteries of our Religion, And 
ſo farre were the old Chriltians from 


refuſing all the Rites and cuſtomes of 
the 
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the heathen , thatas-far as. pictic would 


ſuffer them, they did prudenely conde- 
{cend and apply them(clues thereunto, 
the more cafily to winne:them in mat- 
ters of greater moment; as' by learned 
men it hath beene obſerued, and may be 
by many examples made good. Bur this 
mans owne words are ſuthcicnt to con- 
found him, and to-conuince him alſo of 
maniteſt impictie. 

For hethart el{ewhercſo bitcerly con- 
demacth whatſocuer ſeemes among the 
Papiſts ro hauc any agreement wh the 
cultomes of the heathen, and forno o- 
cher reaſon, bur becauſe they be an{we- . 
rable one to the other; yet hce tells vs 
more then once, that Chriſt himſelfe did 


chooſe theſe Symbols to inStitute the Sacra- 


ments of. the new Teſtament Withall, which 
as well the Iewes as the Gentiles were accu- 
ſtomed to roſe in their Sacrifices and ( ere- 
monious worſhip , that ſo all nations might 
the more facily admit of theſe Rites , which 
were already familiar onto them. As for the 
Genriles , whether Chriſt had any refe- 
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rence totheir Ceremonies, or no, I will 
not raſhly ſay : but that hee did ſo ac- 
commodate himſelfeto the Tewes, as to 
inſtiture nothing in Rites and Ceremo- 

. nies, which was notcommon and yſuall 
with them before, many learned men 
haue made it good by molt certaine Te- 
ftimonies of the Talmud, and other wri- 
tings of theIewes. They thereforethar 
without breach of pietic haue followed 
Chriſts example in things indifferent, 
are they to bee eſteemed as impious and = 
profane ? or arc not they much rather to 
be ſo accounted, who the moretreely to 
deride their Aducrſaries, ſpare not Gods 
owne facred word, nor abſtaine from 
horrible blaſphemies? wherein how no- 
rorious this Hel-hound hath beene, it will 
be enough to declare by this one ex-

With what counte- 
nance , may it bee thought, with what 
cyes will thoſe bleſſed ſoules (if there be 
any ſenſe in them) looke downe from 
heauen vpon this baſe muſhrum , that 
calls their faith in queſtion, which ma- 
ny of them, as glorious martyrs, hauc 
ſealed with their blood, and accuſeth 
them of the ſame impictie, which their 

molt cruell perſecutors profeſſed? 
Bur for ( \aſaubon, how much hee is a« 
buſed, to haveſuch abominable dortrel- 
liſmes of a franticke fellow: put vpon 
him, though I hope there bee fewe bur 
conceiucit, yt it will not be amiſſe for 
their bchoofe that know it not, to let 
it be ſcene in his owne wordes. Thus 
therefore he writes in his Exercitations:

Ventumeſt ad Leo- 
nem Magnum , de quo Pontifice quam bo- 
norifice ſentiamus, ipft tam oftendimus : Non 
enim ignoramus , quantus hic fuerit ſyncere 
fidei defenſor , &/ pro rela fide quantos la- 
bores ſuſtinuerit , quam Ecclefie Dei otiles, 
Cc. Wee are come to Leo the Great ; of 
Which Pope how honourably wee conceine_., 
we ſhewed euen noW , for 1 amnot ignorant, 
how great a defender hee Was of the right 
* faith, and how many labours he conderwent 
for the true Religion , how profitable to. the 
Church of God,e&ac. And in another place. : 
of S. Gregorie. Fuit Gregorius, non ſo- * 
Iam cognomine , ſed rebus ipfis Magnus &: 
Sanctus, ac ere ſui ſeculi prope iam fer« 
rei, Phenix. Nos quidem ita cenſemns, &+ 
cur ita cenſeamus, cauſas parati ſuns red- 
dere, &; Gregory was not onely Great in 
name, but a Saint,and Great indeed,the true:

Withour 
doubt many more paſſages might bee 
brought to the ſame purpoſe, if any man 
will cake the paines to turne his bookes. 
Bur I hope, theſe which did now ac- 
curre , will bee enough to farisfic the 
Reader. | 

Now for the Emperours of Rome., 
wee areto lay a little of them; becauſe 
this Author docth ſo confidently auerre 
them to hauecuerbeene all moſt deadly 
cnemiecs vnto Chriſtian Religion , and 
moſt ſtiffe perſiſters in the ſuperſtitions 
of their Anceſtors. For ſo in his tenth 
Chapter hee docth expreſſely, and in fo 
many words aftirme, that for che ſþace o 
400. yeeres, the Romane ( burch of Empe- 
rours and Senators , Were alwayes Oppoſues . 
and Enemies onto the Law of Teſus (brit. 
But in the next page, that, for the ſpace 
of 500. yeeres, or thereahouts, after the In- 
carnation of ('briſt, there was no Emperour, 
Kmy nor Prince at Rome, that would em- 
brace. the Law of Iefus (rift. —_ 

(lair 
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(ich hee) there may be ſome that will ob- 
ie againſt os one Philip, which ſome vaunt 
was conuerted to holy ©Baptiſme , whoſe de- 
praued manners gaue occafion to the moſt an- 
cient Hiſtoriographers to eſtceme_ him on- 
worthy of the name of a Chriſtian. Where. 
anto they adde Conltantine the Great, that 
aſſembled the (_ouncell of Nice,but his Refi. 
dence was in Greece, called the Empire of the 
Eaſt, and yet hee Would neucr embrace the 
Charafter of Baptiſme, to be regenerated by 
the blood of Chriſt, till be was threeſcore and 
fine yeeres olde, when bee was baptized by an 
Arrian Biſhop of Nicomedia, named Euſle- 
bius, when the ſame Conſtantine was at 
tbe poinz of death. Wherefore Syluelter Bi- 
ſhop of Rome need not vaunt of conuerting 
the Emperour to the Faith. 

Good God! whar a prodigious liber- 
tic of lying is here? Whar fountaines of 
watcrs, what ſcas ſhall be able ro waſh 
away the blacke poiſonof this moſt im- 
pure Calumniator ? What, was not Con- 
ſlantine therefore, nor Touinian, nor Va- 
lentinian, Gratian, not hee, whom ſo ma- 


ny 
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ny aCtions, ſo many glorious praiſes of 
the Chriſtians made famous , Theedofius 
the Great, was not Hee a Chriſtian? Bur 
whereas hee denieth ( onſtantineto haue 
beene a Chriſtian, becauſe hee deferred 
his bapriſme, it is well knowen that the 
molt godly Emperour did thatafter the 
- manner of his time then in vie. For we 
findethat many in thole ages, who had 
{incerely taken vpon them the name of 
Chriſt, deferred and pur off cheir bap- 
tiſme along while; who belecuing all 
their former ſinnes to be waſhed awa 
in this ſacred Lauer, did ſuppoſe that 
time to bethe fitteſt for it, (as Euſebius 
writes inthelife of Conftantinehib.4.c.61.) 
when thcir life drew ncerelt to an end, 
that by this meanes they might goc out 
of the world with a cleane and pure 
conſcience: againtft which cuſtome not- 
withſtanding, as being too full of dan- 
gerand hazard, the Fathers both Grecke 
and Latine rhat then | flouriſhed, did 
mainely oppoſe themſclues. Bur there 
was a peculiar reaſon for (,onftantine be- 


{ides; 
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tides, becanſe (as he profeſſeth himfſelfe 
in Enſcb. ) if God had giuen him a longer 
life, his defire and purpoſe was to hane beene 

ized in Iordan, which Chrift himſelfe 
had ſanflified with bis owne baptiſme. 

And if he muſt therefore bethoughr 
to be auerſe from Chriſtianitic , becauſe 
he was baptized ſo late , what ſhall wee 
ſay of Yalentinian", who hauing deferd 
his baprifme farre longer, was oucrraken 
by ſuddaine death? whom ncuerthe- 
leſſe S. Ambroſe vndoubtedly belccued 
ro hauc bcene received into heauen 

when he was dead,, much lefſe madea- 
ny queſtion of his liuing or dying a 
Chriſtian. Let vs hcare S. Ambroſe him- S. Ambre/. 
ſelfe, how hecomforts the Siſters of this oy ce 
deceaſed Emperour. Sed audio ro0s do- 
lere, quod non acceperit Sacramentum Bap- 
fiſmatis. Dicite mihi , quid aliud in nobis 
ef, nifi ooluntas? niſi petitio * Atqui etiam 
dudum hoc ootum habuit, rot cum in Italiam 
rveniſſet, mnitiaretur , & proxime baptizari 
ſe 4 me velle fignificauit ; & ided pra ceteris 
caufis me accerſendii putauit. Non habet ergo 
gratiam, 
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gratiam, quam defiderauit ? non habet, quam 


popoſcir * Certe quia popoſcir, accepit. "But I 
beare how it grieueth you,that be received not 
the Sacrament of Baptiſme. Tell mee, what 


| haue we in 0;£lfe',*but our will* what, but 


our defire? But this defire he had enen a long 
while fence ; that after his comming into 1ta- 
ly be might be initiated; and hee ſignified his 
mind, that he would preſently vpon it be bap- 
tized by me ; For whichcauſe more then any 


other, hee thought good to have me ſent for. 


Hath he not therefore that grace Which hee 
defired * not that which be ſo earneſtly pray- 
ed for ? (ertainly. becauſe bee did defire it, 
he aid receiue it. And a little afrer: Qu 
babuit ſþiricum tuum , quomodo non accepit 
gratiam tuam ? Aut. ft quia ſolenniter non. 
ſunt cel:brata mySteria, hoc mouet ; ergo ne- 
que Martyres, fi Catechumenti fuerint , coro- 
nentur.

Martyrs themſelues -if they were ſtill in the 
number of the Rats. humeni, (Chriſtians 
inftracted, Fihet - yet baptized) ſhall _ 
no crowne of their Martyrdome:; for hee that 
1s not initiated , is jos 7" LO "But 
if their owne blood did baptize them , then 
did his pictie and defire alſo beptize him. 
Now that Conſtantine was baptized 
by an Arrian Biſhop , howſocuer this 
opinion be fauoured by S. Ierome , yet 
the contrary is maintained by others. 
The Emperours that ſucceeded nexr 
afrer Theodofuus the Great, whether the 
were Romance, or Barbarous , thou k 
they were many of them infected with 
the Arrian hercfie, yer Chriſtians' they 
were all, and, which is moſt to the pur- 
poſe, they were cuery one farre from a- 
ny ſuſpicion of Paganiſme. 

For Symmachus his Relation(which this 
frantike Zelote fallly callerh his Anſwere, 
becauſe hee would not bee broughe to 
cofcſſe,that cuen the chicfeſt men in au- 
thoritic and office were faine to beg for 
rhcir Religion) the matrer mult bee a 
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little more fully thoughr on, inaſmuch 
as he makes ekErengthening of 


| his cauſe, ro prooue that the Scnate and 
Senators of Rome ( for ſo hce writes } 
could not any of them bee euer brought to im- 
brace the faith of Chriſt. T he cale was this. 
Symmachus was (cnt Ambaſladour by the 
Heathens to Talentinian, to get them 
their Altar of Tifory reſtored, &c. but 
could not obtaine it. Therefore the Em- 
perour wasaChriſtian at leaſt, But who 
J.114..., werethey that deſired this > Abfit (faith 
relatiowmm 8. Ambroſe ,in his firlt booke againſt the 
*ommact, Relationof Symmachus) rot hoc Senatus pe- 
tyſſe dicatur ; pauci Gentiles communi viun- 
rur nomine.

For well nightwo yeeres 
fmce , when they attempted it , S.Damaſus, 
che Biſhop ef Rome, ele of Ged, ſent mee 
a booke that the Chriſtian Senators , a ve- 
ry great number of them , had giuen vp, expo- 
ftulating the matter, how that they had ginen 
no ſuch thing in charge , and that it was not

on of the Heathen, And further they com- 

plain'd both in publike and priuate, that they 
Would not come at the Senate-houſe... , if any 

ſuch thing were granted, or decreed, Is it fit 
for Your times ,that # , for Chriſtian times, 
to baue the Chriltian Scnators put by their 

honour, thas the profane Heathen Senators 

may haue their will? This Books I direfed to

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Your Brother', by which it appeareth that 
the Scnate game no order to thoſe Ambaſla- 
dours for the vpholding of Saperlitions Pa- 
ganiſme_. -Let the Reader now iudge, 
whome wee [hould belccue of the two, 
this moſt holy Prelate, that wasan cyc- 
witneſſe of choſe things in his owne 
time ; orthis impudent knaue, that hath 
no knowledge at all in Ecclefiaſticall 
Antiquitic.

accurately then candid:ly, and wirhout guile 
or fraud. The firſt gf: thele you hauc-in 
his Excrcirations. already.publiſhed.. OF 
the reſt: thus hee writes: himlelfe. At- 
que. bac. de Appellatiombus huins diuini $4- 
cramenti impreſentiarum ſatis. Reſtabat ve 
ad ſecundam partem Baronianz digreſs$.- 
onis de EuchariSta , que et de Tranſub- 
ftantiatione, accederemus ; & que fuit Toe- 
reris Eccleſia. fides ſuper co articulo accura- 
te expenderemus.
